Italy's Intention. 


ROME, July 12. —The minister of for- 


eign affairs, in tho chamber of deputies 
today, referring to tho intention of Italy 
with regard to China, said: "The gov- 
ernment has no intention of expansion 
or intrigue, but proposes to work in 
full accord with the other powers to re- 
store order. We cannot leave entirely 
to others the protection of our national 
interests." His remarks were warmly 
acclaimed. 


LONDON, July 12.—Lord Roberts re 


ports to tho wur oflioe, under date of 
Pretoria, July 12tu, as follows: "The 
ouemy made a determined aitack on 
our right Hank yesterday and, I regret 
to say, succeeded, in capturing Nitral's 
Nek, which waa garrisoned by u squad- 
ron of tho Scottish Grays, two guns 
and a battery of the Koyul artillery and 
five companies of tho Lincolnshire reg- 
iment.

Washington, July 12.—A copy of nn 


Imperial edict received by Minister Wu 
Tuesday from Peking wns delivered to 
the secretary of state yesterday morning 
by the Chinese minister. The decree is 
doted June 29 and. was transmitted by 
the privy council in Peking to the board 
of war, which sent it by special courier 
to the treasm; of the Chili province, who 
then sent it to the taoti of Shanghai, who 
cnblcd it to Minister Wu. 
It is as fol- 


lows: 


"The circumstances which led to the 


commencement of lighting between Chi- 
nese and foreign representatives were of 
such complex, confusing and unfortunate 
character as to be entirely unexpected. 
Our 'diplomatic representatives abroad, 
owing to their distance from the scene of 
action, have had no means of knowing 
the true state of things and accordingly 
cannot lay the views of the government 
before the ministers of foreign affairs of 
the respective powers to which they arc 
accredited. Now we take this opportunity 
of going fully into the matter for the in- 
formation of our representatives afore- 
said. 


"In the first place, there arose in the 


provinces of Chili and Shangtung a kind 
of rebellious subjects who had been in the 
habit of practicing boxing and fencing in 
their respective villages and at the same 
time clothing their doings with spiritual- 
istic and strnnge rites. The local author- 
ities failed to take due notice of them at 
the time. 
Accordingly the 
infection 


spread with astonishing rapidity, within 
the space of a month seemed t« make it* 
appearance everywhere and finally even 
reached the capital. Every one looked 
upon the movement as supernatural and 
strange, and tunny joined it. Then there 
were lawless and treacherous portions 
who wounded the cry of 'Down with 
Christianity.'

ccrning Affairs In Peking. 


ALLIES AT TIEH-TSIH n PBBIL 


Attacked by General Ma With a 


Great Army—Ninth Rewlntent, U. 9. 
A., Goe* to the Beleaguered City. 
RniMlnit* Lo»e Heavily. 


London, July' 12.—All advices from 


Tien-tsiu tend to confirm the reports of 
the perilous condition of the allied forces 
and belie the optimistic Chinese rumors. 
Unless 
re-enforcements have already 


reached Tien-tsin another disaster 'seems" 
likely. 


The Express publishes a dispatch from 


Tien-tsin, dated Friday, which says: ' 


"General Mas has defeated the allied 


troops and reoccupicd the Chinese east- 
ern arsenal, after inflicting great loss up- 
on its defenders. The engagement lasted, 
six hours and was fought with great de- 
termination on both sides. The Chinese 
were eventually able to utilize the effect- 
ive feuns of the fort abutting on the city 
walls' near 'the taotai's yameu, the al- 
lied troops suffering severely from lack 
of heavy guus and cavalry. 


"The Japanese commander sent an ur- 


gent appeal to hurry re-enforcements, as 
the allies were iu imminent danger of a 
general defeat." 


The Daily Mail's Tien-tsm correspond- 


ent, telegraphing Thursday, says: * 


"The situation is about txs bad us it can 


well be. I only trust that we Hbnll not 
soon want relieving ourselves. A forward 
movement is impossible. From 30,000 to 
40,000 troop* arc wanted, and there sire 
only 10,000 here. The foreign troops arc 
working well together, but it is inconven- 
ient that there is no supreme command- 
er, lu some quarters the fouling is, 'Let 
us rescue Peking and then clear out in 
favor of ttussin.' "

"Whst has become of Blind TomJ" 
This question is often asked by old the- 


ater goers, who remember tho days before 
the war, when the gifted musical idiot 
Wa thcBtar attraction in lyceums, town 
halls and lecture rooms, with which tho 
simpler tastes of most amusement seekers 
of those times were satisfied, 


Tom was only a lad then, tho slave of a 


Georgia planter, and his mental weakness, 
together with his blindness, served to in- 
crease tho interest of those who saw and 
heard this ignorant little fellow, with un- 
erring1 touch, draw from the pianoforte its 
sweetest and most melodious strains as 
well as its grandest and most solemn har- 
monies. 


The question as to Blind Tom's where- 


abouts can be answered best by a tall, 
broad shouldered, neatly dressed colored 
man, 
whoso gray hair and sightless eyes 


increase tho impresalveness of his appear- 
ance in a comfortable cottage at tho High- 
lands of Navesink, on the Hew Jersey side 
of the lower New York bay. 
This elderly 


colored man is tho Blind Tom of today, 
and for several years he has lived there in 
ease and comfort with his- guardian, Mrs. 
Eliza Lerohe, who was appoiBted ten years 
ago by Justice Andrews of the supremo 
court as committee of the person and prop- 
erty of the musician. She was then tho 
widow of John GF. Bethuno, who had 
charge of Blind Tom for many yean, and 
the old man was given into her earn only 
after a long legal struggle with her father- 
in-law, James N. Bethune. 


When Mrs. Bethune took charge of Tom, 


she found that his popularity as a public 
attraction had greatly waned, owing to 
tho fact that he had been before the public 
jmany years, and that his former managers 
had made all the money they could out of 
tho peculiar musical talent of the simple 
minded colored man without preserving 
his value us an attraction by replacing nis 
wornout repertory with more modern mu- 
sical pieces. Tom was also getting old 
and was physically worn out by the night 
and day travel consequent on one night

Ho hud been handed 


OTcr to Mrs. Bethune, with no money and 
no property, personal or otherwise, out ol 
tho hundreds of thousands ol dollars which 
he had earned dining tho previous quarter 
of » century. So it was necessary to keep 
him at work awhilo longer to provide for 
his future maintenance in case be became 
disabled by jige or infirmitiep, und also to 
enable him to take care of his old mother, 
who was still alive in one of the southern 
states and looked to Tom for support. 


Mrs. Bethune, who was then Mrs. 


Lorche. having married Albrecht J. 
Lcrchc, the lnwyer who had fought her 
lepral battlei in tlio courts, saved enough 
money to wnrrant the temporary with 
drawnl of Blind Tom from thonniuHoincn: 
world, so that ho might rt«w.er his hejiltl 
and at the sanio time familiarize hinihcli 
with modern musical compositions.

He 
dons •very little visiting among his neigh 
bora and receives few callers at his col tup*

In Si Nicholas there is an article on- 


titled "Silk and Cedars," by Harry Fenn, 
he artist, describing a visit to tho moun- 
tains of JjBbanon. 
Mr. Fenn ways: 


Every girl and boy of the Christian 


world has heard and read, over and over 
again; of "the "Cedars of I*obnnon," btri 
very few have any idea of tiio locality aftd 
surroundings of the famous grove. It is a 
wptilar Orror, hy the way, to suppose that 
ihere are no other cedars remaining be- 
sides this group at the head of the "Wady" 
valley or canyon) Rhdisha. There ore,'to 
m'y "knowledge," ten other groves, some 
numbering thousands of trees. This par 
ticulnr group that we are about to visit is 
called by the Arabs by a name which 
means, "Cedars of the Lord." They num- 
ber about 400 trees, among them a circle 
of gigantic fellows that are called by the 
natives "Tlie-Twelve Apostles," upon the 
strength of an old tradition that Jesus and 
Ills disciples' having come to this Spot and 
left their staves standing in the- ground, 
these staves sprouted into cedar trees. 


There is every reason to suppose that In 


;he time of King Solomon these scattered 
groves were part of an enormous, unbroken 
lorest, extending the entire length of the 
Lebanon "range of mountains, about 300 
miles, running nearly parallel with the 
Mediterranean shore from a little below 
Beirut. The summits of the range 
from 15 to Stt mttes from the coast?. 


The Ijebanon—that is, tho "Whitta" 


does not derive its name from glittering 
snowpcaks, but from the white limestone 
cliffs of its summits. The first historical 
mentioa of tho troes is in the Bible (II Sam- 
uel v, 11), "And Hiram, king of Tyre, senl 
messengers to David, and cedar trees, anc 
earpenters, and masons, and they buill 
David an house." 


From that day to this tho people have 


been almost as reckless and wasteful of 
these noblo giants of tho mountains as our 
own people are of these cedars' first cous 
ine, the redwood trees of the California 
coast range. As we approach the grove, 
which stands upon the- top of a small hill 
tho foliage is nVmostr black against thi 
snow covered crags of Dahrol-Kadib, which 
roars its highest peak over 10,000 feel 
above the sea. 


There is a Maronite chapel in the grove 


its patriarch claiming the solo right to th 
sacred trees; and, luckily, the snpenrtitioi 
with which the trees have been surrounded 
has been their salvation. All the cedars o 
Lebanon would have' been demolished fo: 
redwood years ago were not tho peopli 
threatened with dire calamity should they 
take a single stick.

This cellar 


is the central depot for the storage of tho 
fungus for thn supply of Jjondon.

best sorts come from the vicinity of Bor- 
deaux and Marseilles. These sometimes 
sell for $10 a pound. The price depends 
entirely upon whether a severe frost comes 
tnrly or late. In 1895 the first condition 
prevailed, and truffles were costly and 
scarce. In 1890 frost was late, consequent- 
ly nt tho present time the price is moder- 
ate and tho supply .unple. English truffles 
found in Hampshire, Wiltshire and Dor- 
rotshire are largely substituted for tho 
French sort. They are much inferior both 
us to size nnd pungency of flavor. Re- 
cently, it is asserted, truffles of a superior 


i quality have been found in California. 
j Dogs trained to hunt them out are to bo 
! imported, in order thnt the value of tho 
discovery nmy be learned. These animals, 
of the French poodle variety, are now used 
exclusively for this purpose in the place of 
hogs, which were formerly employed.—

But it la nn indisputable fm t 
that there is much moro than this to be 
done in tho south, for there is morw t'jn-i 
seven times that extent of undiscovered 
area to bo explored,and although tboAnt- 
arctic circle haa been pieroud in two or 
three places, our geographical knowledge 
of that region is not only extremely lim- 
itod, but may bo regarded as purejy con- 
jectural. In tho Antarctic we have abso- 
lutely everything to learn.—Admiral A. 
II. Markhara, It. N., in North American 
Review.

He says that some knew his 
foibles, othors his strength, but that few 
were acquainted with the man "all 
round." Mr. Hawthorne got to have an 
affection for him similar to that which 
one feels for a woman, and he says: 


His spirit wns feminine. It had the fem- 


lulnc edge, refinement, wit, sensitiveness. 
H!R love of delicate details was feminine, 
nnd so was his aesthetic voluptuousness, 
which not only hud its effect on' his per- 
sonal character, but, in conjunction with 
his clear and discriminating intellect, 
made him tho great musical und literary 
critic that he was. With these traits he 
was masculine enough in his outw.jrd pre- 
sentment, nnd had inftinctlvely built up 
a masculine fortification round himself by 
dint of that vury feminine tact and insight 
dwelling within. He was bony, well pro- 
portioned nnd athletic of build; his phys- 
ical strength was as much above that of the 
ordinary man as were his inches more: I 
never sparred with him, but what a reach 
he would have had!

The Tragedy of It Started Him oil the 


Komi to the White House. 


A box of old documents which had re- 


mained long unclaimed in n Washington 
storage warehouse was sold for a few cent's 
some tune ngo, und tho purchaser, on 
looking thorn o\er, wns delighted to flnd 
tbat they consisted of Jottera written to 
and by .Tamos Unchnnnn. Many of tlio 
letters had some value as autographs, but 
one wns of t'Fpuilal interest, ns it threw 
now light on an unhappy romance in the 
enrly life of Ijincoln'rt predecessor. It has 
long been known that Buch.man died n. 
bachelor because his engagement \vitli tho 
dmighter of it prominent resident of Jjnti- 
castor, I'a., was broken by tho girl's par- 
ents. Her name was Annie Coleninn, nnd 
she died in 1810, n few montliK after tho 
trouble* occurred, it is wild, from grief rcver 
tho loss of her lover. What cxciu-d her 
father's hostility to young Unchannn is 
not definitely known, but tho«=o most inti- 
mate with tho two heard vaguely of anony- 
mous chnrgt-s which Mr. Colemnn would 
not nllow his daughter's suitor to answer 
or even to hear. After Miss Cnlcman's 
denth Buchanan wrote to her father ask- 
ing permission to attend tho funornl. The 
letter wns returned unopened, und it was 
among those in tho box bought from the 
warehouse people. In it the future presi- 
dent paid: 


"You have lost n dear child. I have lost 


tho only earthly object of my affectionw. 
My prospects nro nil cut off, nnd I feel 
thnt my happiness will ho burled wit h her 
in the grave. It is now no time for ex- 
planation, but tho time will como when 
you will discover thnt sho, as well ns I, 
has been much abused. God forgho tho 
authors of it. 
My feelings of resentment 


against them, whoever they may be, art- 
buried in tho dust. I have ono request to 
make, and for tho love of God and of your 
dear departed daughter, whom I loved in- 
finitely more thnn any other human bcin;? 
could love, deny ma not. Afford mo tho 
molnnoholy pleasure of seeing tho body be- 
fore its interment" 


As stated, tho plea, was not oven read, 


and Buchnnnn, finding tho animosity of 
the -wealthy Colemnn family too much for 
a young lawyer in a smalltown to contend 
with, left tho place nnd soon afterward en- 
tered upon the political career that ended 
in the White House.— New York Times. 


How It Slay Be Got Into Condition After 


tbo Leaves Have Fallen. 


F. N. Gerard of Elizabeth in expcri- 


tnentmg with India rubber plants has .dis- 
covered a method of livening up bare and 
unlovely specimens and causing them to 
produce new branches, which ho says is 
ono of the simplest of horticultural opera- 
tions. Unless nn india rubber plant is. 
bare in places a single stemmed specimen, 
up to five or six feet, usually gives the 
most satisfactory results. 
To produce 


branches in larger specimens it is usually 
recommended to pinwh oufc tho leading 
shoot. Thin will cause branching^ but tho 
now growths ure not apt to break—tbat is, 
shoot out—where they nre desired, and tho 
loss of tho leader spoils the appearance of 
tho plant. The better way is to score thu 
main axis where new growths are wanted. 
By making nn incision norogB the stem 
with a thick bluded knife through the hark 
and slightly into tho hard wood « flow of 
sap will ensue, n callous spot will soon 
form, and from tho edge of this n bud will 
usually bo found In a few weel^s. 


This is simply an example of the well 


known fact that buds may bcforniod.froiu 
any part of a plant body, especially on t)io 
stems and roots of hard wood plants. They 
are moro apt to occur near callosities, tho 
result of injuries, or near tho njsls .of a 
lenf, where food is nntuinlly most abun- 
dnnt. It will usually bo most satisfactory 
to score the India rubber plant nbovc n 
leaf four, and a largu proportion of the cuts 
will prove effective. Tho new buds progress 
most rapidly on tho part of tho stem best 
lighted, nnd tho growths nre made ns rjp- 
idly under ordinary house culture as in a 
green house. 


When It ts desired to shorten <v rulibcr 


plant, thnt portion of the stem where tho 
roots nro desired must bo wrapped about 
with spagnuui. By keeping the spngnuin 
moibt. roots are HOOD emitted, and the up- 
per phoot of tho plant inny Iw taken off 
and planted. Rubber plants arc nlso prop- 
agated in the greenhouse by using single 
leaves with u portion of thu stem, plung- 
ing them In suud and keeping ut a high 
temperature. A score kont dry will in- 
suro a bnd, but if wrapped in n inoUit 
medium will produce roots. An «asy way 
to shorten rubbw plants in summer is to 
bank the earth up tho sterns nnd use thu 
now roots formed instead of tlio old owes. 
—Kew York Post

Gold Beating. 


The process of preparing gold until it is 


reduced to a thickness of J -280,000 of nn 
inch is necessarily elaborate. Tho gold is 
first cnst into ingots 4 inches in length and 
1 Inch in width, which weigh from 10 to 17 
ounces, according to thickness. It la then 
passed between polished rollers, worked 
by steam, until it forms a ribbon 28 yards 
long and 1-800 inch thick. These ribbons 
nrc then cut into 180 pieces, nn inch square, 
and placed between vellura, and then tho 
real business of the gold beater is begun. 
He beats for half an hour with a 20 pound 
hammer, making the inch square into 3 
inches Square. Then these pieces ore quar- 
tered, becoming l]4 inches square, lio 
boots again for 114 hours, until the 1% 
inch equnre becomes 4 inches Square. The 
4 inch pieovj are again quartered and beat- 
en and finally cut to proper alw—viz,, 
squares of B 3 8 inches, of ft -thicknes" (or 
rather "thinness") of 1-380,000 of'an inch, 
and in this shape the leaf is lif'ted into 
books of tissue paper.—New York Sun,

For example, ho may 
see n bear and run screaming to tho tepee. 
Tho folks all laugh at him, and call him 
Hunw from-a-hear. Later on he may bc- 
or'tnc the possessor of an unruly pony 
which ho fears to ride and become.known 
us< AfraUl-ol'-his-horftc. Or, he jnay mount 
u horse from which another Indian has 
been thrown, und he then is spoken o$ as 
RiclCE-Uie-horse. Farther on he becomes a 
great hunter and killg live bears, and they 
r;;ll him Five-bears, and when ho slays an- 
other his naino changes to Six-bears. He 
may perform » valiant deed in battle and 
rldo his hor.se through tho camp of his en- 
emy, 
for which he is dubbed Charges- 


throtish-the-cuinp. During the conflict he 
may kill one of tho enemy. If his victim 
Is the only one shiin, he is called Kills-the- 
eneiny. 
]Qut if "othcrA fall the ono ho has 


killwl must be described, as Kills-the-one- 
wlth-tho-big-knoe. If he braids in his hair 
a jellow ffather which he has plucked 
from the tail of an caglo, ho may be called 
Ejtgle-tail, Kuglc-feuthcr, Yellow-tail or 
Yellow-feather. If ho gives it to his friend, 
ho will be named Gives-feather, but If he 
refuses to part with it his name will 
ehangc to Koops-his-feather. Or ho may 
obtain his niime from some other object. 
If ho is accustomed to ride what is com- 
monly known as a "calico" horse, he may 
bo called Spottml-horse, but if his horso 
has a short tail he will be known as Bob- 
tail-horse.

It is 
certain thnt tlie name on the roll at 1 he 
agency is the interpretation of only one of 
thi) Indian's sovral "name«i." A short 
Indian name in their own vcrntieul'ir, or a 
syllable or two of a long one, if euphonious 
and pronounceable, us they usually are, 
will answer quite well for ti family name, 
but the translations are never satisfactory, 
and civnnijt be too strongly condemned.—

But tho most curious — indeed, the most 


amazing — revelation of the man I found 
in his love for American literature. He 
IB a wide reader, and in the whole breadth 
of his reading American authors were 
evidently among those bo preferred. Of 
those Hawthorne, Lowell aud, fibovo all, 
Emerson were his favorites. 
Curious, In- 


deed, was it to learn that; this "arch per- 
secutor," this "Torquemada of tho niuo- 
toentb century," this man whoso hand la 
especially heavy upon Catholics and Prot- 
estants and dissoutors throughout the em- 
pire, whose name is spokon with abhor- 
rence by millions within tho empire and 
without it, still reads as his favorite au- 
thor tbo philosopher of Concord. Ho told 
mo that tho first book which hoover trans- 
lated into Russian was Thomas a Kom- 
pis' "Imitation of Christ," and of that ho 
gave mo tho Latin original from which ho 
had mtido his translation, with a copy of 
the translation itsolf. He also told me 
that tho next book which ho translated 
was n volume of Emerson's essays, and ha 
added that for ywars thoro had always lain 
open upon his study tablo a volume $4

KNEW LINCOLN vv ELL. 


UNCLE PHILIP CLARK'S RECOLLEC- 


TIONS OF HIS FRIEND ABE. 


The First Meeting Waa In the Flatboat- 


IngT Dayn—Served Together Afterward 
In tho Hlwck Ilawk War—Was Lincoln 
a Humorist by Nature? 


Uncle Philip C'-ork, who dial in Mat- 


toon, Ills., on Fob. 18, 1897, was the la>)t 
person to die of those intimately associat- 
ed with Abraham Lin coin in the emanci- 
pator's early experience in Saugumon aud 
Mennrd counties. The frosts of 85 printers 
hat} whitened the old man's locks at tlie 
time of his death, but they had not chilled 
his enthusiasm or weakened tho interest 
in the inim ho learned to love uiul admire 
hi his youth and whose memory ho cher- 
ished until death. 


1 hod many conversations with Mr. 


Clark about Lincoln. Shortly before Unole 
Philip's death he told me that he first mefc 
Lincoln in 1831 under circumstances which, 
were such as to live in his memory. 


"The scene of my first meeting with 


him is as vivid in memory as my walk 
down town yesterday," snid tho old man, 
whoso oyo twinkled with tin keen sense of 
the grotesque aroused by sonic features of 
tho incident. This is the story as he told 
it to me: 


"lly father and I wcro living about 


oight miles from Springfield and were em- 
bnrlchig in ^8*10 bnpinefs of 
flatbcating, 


which was ti sort of craze, as you now call 
it, innong the well to do old settlers who 
sought a mnrket for their flour and pork 
on the lower Mississippi, We were loading 
on the south fork of the Riingamon when 
one day in the midst of our work wo ob- 
sorvo'l a tall, limb, lean stranger coming 
out of tho woods and toward us. 


"II(i hnd on a nigged coat, an old droop- 


ing hat and a pair of tattered jenn pants, 
the half of one leg of which was then off 
and r/lie other extended down into a rough, 
coarse pair of guping shoes. His appenr- 
anco made me laugh, and I winked at fa- 
Mjer, who soon began to converse with 
him. 
I was 10 years old and tho visitor 


was then about 22. lie soon told us his 
minion. Ho did not smile. He was so 
earnest all tho while- that his very earnest- 
ness impressed ir.o. Hn horo u letter to 
my father from Dcnton Offnt, an old iic- 
qiiuintunco of ours who had a llacboat on 
the other fork of the river which had 
c-aught on a snag in the si ream and defied 
the efforts of tho men toromtnoit. 
Tho 


visjtor was Abo Lincoln, and tho letter ho 
brought was one asking my futhcr for 
help. Father told me to accompany Lin- 
coln to Offut's boat. IJe was to como on 
later. 


"Lincoln and I walked together six 


miles to whore the boat was Ftuok. In a 
few moments we dislodged it ami sent, it 
floating down to the fork of tho river, 


"1 havo often hoiml Lincoln credited 


with joking and merrymaking into in life, 
and somo havo called him a humorist by 
nature. With all duo regard for the opin- 
ions of HID great men who groin to know 
so much more of Lincoln's heart and mind 
thun wo who grew up with him, I must 
deny the correctness of thin, for he wni the 
saddest andriost; earnest man lover knew, 
and had my acquaintance with him tcr- 
minntod and had I nnvor heard of him 
after that (intboat wont, I would never 
have forgotton tho impression of sorrow hti 
made on mo then. If A lie. Lincoln learned 
anything, ho learned how to joke, for the 
nrt, was not bred with him, but came to 
him in niter years to oil rh<> great machino 
of mind fitrnining tinder the burdens that 
God chose to put upon him. 


"lie told mo in my conversation at that 


first meeting that ho was working for ?s n 
month. IIo talked freely, but deliberately, 
and had a, faculty of impressing those 
around him. You would cull it mesmer- 
ism nowadays. 


"Mr. Lincoln and Offut waited for us 


two days at the fork of the river, and at 
tho end of that time my father, myself and 
William McLeaso, with the boar stecr-T, 
Ham McKce, joined them. There was 
danger of the snags, and we all tied up at 
niftht. and built u fire and enjoyed our- 
selves socially. Lincoln told mo lin thought 
he could better his situation, as he hud no 
liking for tho flatboat 
business. 
I in 


thought seriously of settling at Walnut 
Hills, n place not far from Beardstown. 
But, wo did not agree us to the crucrprii-o, 
and Lincoln abandoned this idea. 


"Tho trip to Uenrdstown required ,«evon 


days. We lind a man of tho nnmc of Ward 
who did tho cooking, and had a skin" to 
take us ashoro when wo wished to land ai 
any place. During this trip I became as 
well acquainted with Lincoln as on'1 
yonng man well could with another. 
His 


conversation was such as to draw out in- 
formation from his companions. He was 
always, even in those cheerless times, 
aspiring to better knowledge and better 
position. 


"I returned to my homo near Springfield 


after purtiug with my new friond at 
Beardstown. I did not go farther down 
tho river at that time, and ho went, to New 
Orleans. Neighborhoods then wore not a 
few miles across as now, but they covered 
imincnso spaces. People spoko of others 
living 30 or 40 miles away as neighbors, 
though tho country was beginning to fill 
up. 


"I saw Lincoln occasionally, but was 


not again associated with him until tho 
spring of 1832, when, with a number of 
others, I enlisted for the Black Hawk war, 
and by my own choice in Mr. Lincoln's 
company. I was surprised and glad to sco 
him an officer. 
Wo went together to 


Beardstown, where, on account of my 
ability as a boat steerer and my knowledge 
of the waters, I was transferred to another 
company and went to Fort Armstrong, 
near Rock Island. Lincoln secured mo 
the position, and it was a great improve- 
ment on the duties of a private soldier on 
the march. I was given the ohoico of row- 
boats and many other nice privileges. 


"Lincoln rejoined lis at the fort, and the 


army proceeded up the river. I was with 
Lincoln every day now, and made the ac- 
quaintance of several other men whom I 
rtid not then tnink would figure in history. 
There were J« ft Davis, a second lieutenant 
In the Seventh infantry, and Joe .Tohn- 
«ton, captain. I got to know them both. 
Davis drilled my company. 
I mot and 


knew Zach Taylor, who walked round over 
the bouts everyday in an old rough blouse, 
making him look like anything but a 
commander. 
But beneath his gruff and 


short words I learned to know that old 
Each had a kind heart."—Chicago Times- 
Herald.

Dashing In he ordered 
Frank to throw up hi.s hands, and the 
response was a bullet from Frank's 44. 
Letting go both barrels of his shotgun. 
Bardslcy brought the desperado to -he 
floor, so full of Phot holes that be 
couldn't hold either air or water. 


Frank was not killed,, however, and 


in course of time recovered, under the 
kind attention which he received in 
the county jail. Presently it was ob- 
served that the Texas man was walk- 
ing: around town without a firuard, and 
a little later the people were aston- 
ished to find him serving legal papers 
and making arrests. Bardslcy v,as :ip- 
proached by a newspaper man at this 
time, when the following colloquy took 
pi nee:
